King Richard had a greyhound called M a th , 
beautiful beyond measure, who would not pay attention 
nor follow any one but the King. 
W henever the King 
rode abroad, the greyhound was loosed 
by the person 
who had him in charge, 
and ran instantly 
to caress 
him, by placing his two fore-feet upon his shoulders. 
It fell out, that as the 
King and the Duke o f Lancas­ 
ter were conversing in the court o f the castle, their hor­ 
ses being ready for them to mount, the greyhound was 
untied ; but, instead o f running as usual to the King, 
he left him, and leaped on the Duke o f Lancaster's 
shoulders, paying him every court, and caressing him 
as he was formerly used to caress the King. 
T he 
D uke, not acquainted with this greyhound, asked the 
King the meaning of this fondness, saying, ‘W hat does 
this mean ?’ 
‘Cousin,’ replied the King, ‘it means a 
great deal for you, and very little for me,* 
‘H ow ?’ 
•aid the Duke ; ‘pray explain it.’ 
‘I understand by it,’ 
•aid the King, ‘that this greyhound fondles and pays his 
court to you this day as King of England, which you 
will surely be, and 1 shall be deposed, for the natural 
instinct of the dog shew s it to him.
